The Highway Commissioner is~ to 
havfr-charge of building th^road, un- 
der the supervision- of the Governor. 
Surveys are-to be made and contracts-" 
let for the road in sections. As to 
roads in the rural districts the grade; 
may tie altered or they may be jwld- \ 
-ened~or such other changes as may 
be -necessary may be made,. Jbut no 
such arbitrary changes can be made 
of streets and highways in cities, bor- | 
oughs-and towns.

Harrisburg, March- 3.—The , two 
houses of the Legislature adjourned 
this morning over the inauguration 
and will reassemble Monday night 
with a big program, ahead. ., The mem- 
bers will not attend the inauguration 
in a body, although about 150 will 
leave late tonight for the National 
Capital. 
The party has chartered a 
special train, which will be the head- 
quarters of the members during the 
day.The'session of today was marked 
by presentation of a number of bills 
of general interest, among them one 
to fix fees of magistrates, aldermen 
and justices. A bill to prevent mixed 
marriages also -appeared. 
A large 
number of bills, among them local 
option, passed on first reading. 
With unanimous approval, the bill 
to have October 12 set aside as a 
holiday, to be Traown as Columbus 
Day, passed the second reading to- 
day. This measure has the''support 
of Italian-Americans of the state and 
of the Knights of Columbus. It^rob- 
ably will be passed next week. 
One of the features of the session 
has been the number of bills intro- 
duced to regulate hunters and hunt- 
ing. 
Many _of these are meritorious. 
One of the latest was introduced by 
Senator Wertz of Cambria County. 
This provides that all residents of the 
state must obtain a license from the 
•county treasurer to hunt before en- 
gaging in hunting, the license fee to

For Centerpieces and Doilies 


Those who have a number of nice 


centerpieces of Battenberg or em- 
broidered linen that measure up to 
thirty-six inches or more, and have 
to fold them to put into a drawer, 
ktfow what trouble it is to always 
press them, when wanted, for use. A 
wooden curtain-pole, covered ,with a 
layer of cotton and then one of white 
linen, makes an excellent roll for 
centerpieces, and enables you to put 
them away without creasing 
The 


pole should be an inch or more long- 
er than the largest centerpiece. Sev- 
eral pieces may be put on one roll.

What 
intensified our desire to puni--:h or cap- 
ture them was the fact that they had 
4-ome white captives— Mrs.

whose husband and children they had 
tilled, and.".Mrs. Welsel. whose hus- 
band and family had also been mas- 
sacred, and these two women were 
known to be still alive aad \vi;h theaa. 


At last we-got on their trail and had 


almost dally skirmishes, and General 
Carr decided to use some stratagem 
10 see if- we could-not get them in a 
tight place. 
He -consulted with me, 


• 3Cnd- after a day of continual skirmish- ', 
tog and a night attach he ordered a 
retrograde movement, which created 
n good deal of discussion between thr 
-offlcers and men at the time. Appar- 
ently abandoning the pursuit; he re- 
tired as if going back to the fort, and 
In two or three, days, as he surmised, 
the Indians were nowhere to b« seen, 
having come to the conclnslon that 
-ir« were disheartened and that they 
«ould with impunity take a little re- 
pose themselves. 
This was exactly 


what our wily commander desired, as. 
ae intended to retrace his steps and 
•catch them - sleeping. 
So, being sure 


that "there were no Indians In sight, 
he packed all the grub possible on the 
mules," burned the wagons fr and ..im- 
pedimenta and immediately started to 
make forced marches in their direc- 
tion. 


As" I had' surmised, they were head- 


ing., for Summit Springs, a few miles 
south of the Platte river and amonf 
the sand hills, which formed a beau- 
tiful little oasis, as it were, for a 
camp ground. Striking their-trail by 
judging from their daily campflres, we 
made hi one day the same distance 
that they made in three, but when 
near the Springs, as we saw the trail 
jjetting fresher, we covered four of 
their day's journeying's. with all thelr 


..-jmpedimenta, and • village^ outfit^ hi ..one

my had been thrown off their guard

I looked, and, sure enough, they were 
ponies grazing, and the en rap no doubl 
was below. I permitted the Pawnees, as 


was their custom, to strip and take off 
their saddles and all their uniforms, 
but to keep on their drawers, so as to 
be recognized as friendly. I had sent 
word to Colonel Royal, and he sent up 
Major Walker's company and came on 
with the rest. I placed the' Pawnees 
on the left and two companies of the 
Fifth cavalry in the center and one of 
Captain Price's on the right. I told 
Major Eugene ^Crlttenden to take com- 
mand of the center and I would take 
the reserve" and send up re-enforce- 
ments as required. 


"When we all got started I told the 


bugler behind me to sound 'the charge,' 
and we were among the enemy before 
they had any idea that we were with- 
"In a thousand miles.

and haranguing his men. He and his 
party laid5" for' him, and as he came 
nearer,'JEfcuCalo Bill' shot htm off his 
horse and got the animal. Thla was 
the celebrated race horse Tall Bull. 
•whiiSfW '(Cody)" rode for a long time 
and with" it won many exciting races. 
When he came into camp Mrs. Tail 
Ball- said that it was her husband's 
horse, tearing no doubt about the fact 
that iBuffal6"-BHri had killed the chief. 


"On this occasion the Indians had 


two white captives—Mrs. Alderdice of 
'Missouri, whom they killed during" the 
fight, and Mrs. Weigel of Kansas, who 
had been shot in the back with a pis- 
tol bullet, which broke a rib, but was 
deflected and passed around and lodg- 
ed below her left breast. Fifteen hun- 
dred dollars in gold, silver a'nd green 
backs," which- was gathered in the 
camps, was given her, and she went 
back, remarried and 'proved up' her 
claim. Next morning we dug a grave 
on a hill above the village and buried 
Mrs. 
Alderdice, the surgeon reading 


the service. 


"I detailed a board of officers to 


count the dead Indians, and notwith- 
standing that it is their custom to car- 
ry away the wounded and to hide or 
bury the dead we found sixty-eight 
dead bodies on the field."

In the midst of all this great work 


in Samaria, Philip is commandeif^by 
a messenger from heaven to arise and 
go toward the south to a certain road 
through a desert place. That Heaven 
is really "interested in affairs- on -earth, 
that God Himself cares for my per- 
sonal affairs, that He careth for me as 
truly as He cared for Abraham \or 
Isaac or Jacob^>r Hagar or Samuel or 


I Gideon or the many others to whom 
He eent special messengers or special 
messages, is a great truth to have 
grasp one's soul. Yet It is so plainly 
stated in such passages as II Ghron. 
xvl, 9; Prov. xv, 3, as well as illus- 
trated in so many individual cases that 
to question it is simply unmitigated 
unbelief. Here is tbe story of a great 
man in the eyes of the world who had 
charge of all the treasure of the queen 
of Ethiopia, a man who was well fixed, 
as fa£-as this world goes, but he evi- 
dently had no rest in bis soul, but a 
great hunger for something that mon- 
ey could not buy. He had made a long 
Journey to Jerusalem, the city of the 
great king, where the queen of Sheba 
had once gone to see the greatness of 
Solomon, but he was returning home 
unsatisfied, not having found that 
which his soul sought. 


As he Journeyed he was reading the 


prophecy of Isaiah. 
It would be a 


rare thing today to find any one trav- 
eling by train or trolley or steamer 
reading such a book. Whether he pos- 
sessed the book before he left home or 
obtained it in Jerusalem the record 
does not say, but the record does e'ay 
that he read it as he Journeyed, and 
that is the important thing. He was dill 
gently seeking the truth, and he was 
noticed in Heaven, and events were 
ordered that he might obtain what he 
sought (Jer. xxix, 13). 
God used an 


'angel and a man to bring it about. 


In connection with angels I love to 


ponder Ps. ciii, 20. "Bless the Lord, ye 
His angels, that excel In strength, that 
do His commandments, barkening unto 
the voice of His word," and then 
Heb. i, 14, where we read that they 
minister to the heirs of salvation. 
They are 'His ministers doing His 
pleasure, and we should be the same, 
proving always that good and accepta- 
ble and perfect will of God. PMlip 
was evidently one with the angels in 
jthis matter, a willing and obedient 
servant of Christ, for without ques- 
tioning he arose and went. TUe Lord 
knew His man and could say in this 
case as in some others: I have found 
Me a man. He is ever saying, "Whom 
shall I send, and who will go for us?" 
But how few reply like the prophet, 
"Here am I; send me!" (Isa. vi, 8.) It 
was wholly against human reason an<3 
so called common sense that a man 
who was being used as Philip was 
should leave a great work and go down 
to the desert. But the great question 
is, Whose work is it, and who is doing 
It? That being settled, then it must 
be day by day. What wilt Thou, or 
where wilt Thou? And to the reply 
there is nothing for us but prompt and 
cheerful obedience. Philip was a man 
to whom an angel-or the Holy Spirit 
could talk. He had obeyed the voice 
of the angel, and now the Spirit says, 
"Join thyself to this chariot." So he 
ran to it and heard the man reading 
the prophet Isaiah and said to him, 
"Understandest thou what thou read- 
est?" (Verse 30.) We are reminded of 
our Lord's oft repeated similar ques- 
tion, as in Matt, xiii, 51; xvi, 9-11, and 
of neb. xi, 3, where we learn that the 
way to understand is to believe. Phil 
ip is invited to ride in the chariot that 
he may explain the portion being read, 
which was what we call Isa. liii, 7, 8, 
and beginning at that Scripture he 
preached Jesus, His sufferings and 
glory, His kingdom and the way to 
enter it. 
The eunuch, seeing him 


whom he unconsciously longed for 
thus .set before him, at once received 
Him and confessed It by baptism and 
went on his way rejoicing, no doubt 
to carry the glad tidings to many in 
Ethiopia. Philip was caught away by 
the Spirit and from Azotus to Caesarea 
preached the gospel in all the cities 
through which he passed. 


Our Lord was as ready to preach to 


one as to hundreds, and if we are 
truly His followers we will be ready 
to do likewise. How varied was Phil- 
ip's experience in this incident—a long 
Journey on foot, a ride in a royal 
chariot, caught away supernaturally 
by the Spirit, but, best of all, used by 
God to turn a seeking soul to Himself! 
What an illustration of "for any man- 
ner of service, wholly at thy com- 
mandment" (I Chron. xrvIU, 21). As 
to preaching Jesus, there is no one 
else to preach, and unless He is set 
forth as God manifest in the, flesh, 
suffering for our sins, wounded for 
our transgressions, bruised for our In- 
iquities, risen, ascended, interceding 
and coming again in glory to estab- 
lish His kingdom, the preaching Is not 
according to the Scriptures. 
Philip 


began Just where the man was read- 
ing and preached Jesus, and, while Isa. 
llii Is a. specially good portion to begin 
at and to preach from, there is no 
part of the whole Bible where He can- 
not bo seen and from which He can- 
not be sot forth as the suffering and 
the glorified one. 


There Is no possibility of following 


Him os our example until we hove 
received Him ng«our Saviour.
